New York, March 27.—The United 


States—the 
treasure

world—is able to loan the allies the 
staggering sum of billions of dollars 
without materially effecting the fi- 
nancial situation of this country, one 
of the largest bankers in this country 
told the United Press today. 
In his 


opinion the gold piled up in this coun- 
try is sufficient to end the war. 


"At this time the wealth of the 


United States is 
estimated at two 


hundred billions of dollars" declared a 
banker. 
Without hesitation 1 would 


say that we are able to lend the al- 
lies any amount they'wished to bring 
about the end of the war. The amount 
immediately available in round 
fig- 


ures is five billions which would not 
effect us seriously. 
That amount is 


- 1-2 per cent, of our resources and 
1 believe that sum loaned to the al- 
lies woud bring peace. 
In my esti- 


mation a loan of this size in view of 
present conditions would, be 'peace 
insurance.' "
